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JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA, 

Our intelligence is down to the 28th of May. The London 
mail of the 27th of March arrived out on the 22nd of May. 

The Tycoon is arming himself, with the intention of 
attacking Prince Nagato in his own dominions. Several 
Japanese officers, and amongst them some men of rank, visited 
Yokohama about the middle of May, and bought large quan- 
tities of arms. Most of them were men belonging to the 
Tycoon’s Government, and some were executing orders of Prince 
Owari, and other Daimios attached to the Tycoon’s cause ; but 
all were unanimous in stating that open war was to be de- 
clared against the rebellious Prince of Nagato, It was added, 
but in a more mysterious and less certain way, that the 
powerful Daimio Satsuma had promised his alliance to his 
friend-and neighbour Choshiu, and that the young Tycoon, in 
presence of the imminent danger threatening his supremacy, 
was to place himself at the head of his army, and to prove to 
the whole empire that he is a worthy son of Gongen-sama, well 
able to maintain by force the sacred rights attached to the 
throne which his great ancestor had won by conquest for his 
family. The latest information is that at Comaba, a village 
near Yedo, the Tycoon had reviewed 100,000 of the troops 
that had received orders to march immediately to the dominions 
of Choshiu. 

The Japan Herald puts up hearty wishes for the Tycoon’s 
success in the coming struggle, asserting that “the probable 
consequences of his defeat, would be a long interregnum, a 
time of trouble and disorder, where club-law would rule Japan, 
and during which most of the great Daimois would claim to 
be recognized as independent sovereigns. Foreigners would, 
in this case, be obliged to enter into relations with Daimios of 
very questionable legal, and more or less restricted real power ; 
and as it would be impossible to conclude special treaties with 
all of them, our merchants would live in constant apprehension 
of such events as led to the late Inland Sea Expedition, A 
treaty with Satsuma would be worth nothing in Shanghai ; the 
Prince of Choshiu would consider himself in no way bound by 
any agreements made by the Prince of Owari, and if real se- 
curity were to be given to our trade, it could only be by ap- 
Pointing Ministers for every principality, and Consuls at every 
open port ; in short, the difficulties arising from the necessity 
of dealing with 80 many masters would be almost insurmount- 
able.” 

Regret is expressed that at this critical juncture the Royal 
Marines should have received orders to hold themselves in 
Teadiness for embarkation on board tho Conqueror, Captain 








Luard expecting orders by next mail to receive them on 
board at once aud proceed home. The orders understood to 
have been reovived by Admiral King were, “to send the 
Marines homo if he could spare them.” It was hoped the 
British Chargé d’Affaires would consider the matter well before 
they left, However, two companies of the 11th Regiment were 
expected to arrive shortly after the departure of the Marines. 

Mr. Flowers, Acting British Consul, had circulated the 
following communication from the Governor of Kanagawa, 
recommending parties to abstain from visiting the places 
named during the period mentioned :— 

To Marcus Flowers Esq., H.M.’s Acting Consul. 

‘The great feast at Nikkodzan is finished. The Mikado’s Envoys will 
be passing along the Tokaido to-day and three following days. ‘They will 
put up at Yenosima and Kamakura. In compliance with former com- 
munications made to you upon the subject, I oeg that you will kindly re- 
quest your countrymen to avoid frequenting these places as much as 
possible during two or three days. Our Government is anxious to show 
these Envoys every attention, — With respect, &e.,

Messrs, Macpherson and Hope dave declined serving ,con- 
sequently Messrs. Rickerby and Davies are clected in their 
stead. 

Robberies are still rife. The house of Mr. E. Loureiro had 
been entered, and a revolver and gold sleeve-rings stolen ; and 
on the very same evening Mr. Walsh’s office at the English 
Cousulate was relieved of a dispatch-box and pestage stamps to 
the value of $1,000. One circumstance is narrated in connec- 
tion with these thefts which is very creditable to the Japanese 
character :—Among the robberies that have lately taken place, 
one was that of Mr. J. S. Benson, of a quantity of jewellery, 
&c. A considerable portion of the effects stolen have been re- 
covered through the honesty of a Japancse. His child was 
literally playing in the gutter, by the Custom-house, when some- 
thing glittering caught its attention in a small Japanese drain. 
The child ran to its father, who perceived at once that it was 
the property of foreigners, and communicated with Mr. Banks, 
the U.S, Marshal. ith a vigilance thoroughly characteristic, 
Mr. Bauks set about investigating the affair, and there is some 
hope of recovering the whole of tho property, aud capturing 
the thief into the bargain. In this case the culprit is proved 
to be a Japanese. 

The Japanese authorities themselves do not appear to be 
keen “ detectives.” After they had dismissed a servant charged 
with plundcring, the gentlemen who were his accusers, the very 
same evening, under a promise of forgiveness, elicited @ con- 
fession from the culprit, who said that he and another had taken 
tie whole of the ruissing things and pawned them. This was 
proved to be true by a messenger who was seut to the various 
places menticued by him, bringing back several of the things 
lost. 

On the 24th May, being the Queen's birthday, Yokohama 
appeared in gala costume. The waole of the vessels in the 
harbour, were fully dressed ; and on shore it seemed that all 
who possessed flags displayed them. ‘The house of the French 
Minister in particular was arrayed with festoons of Japanese 
paper lanterns ready for the mination of the evening, but 
which being of many colours had a gay appearance even by day, 
aud over the priacipal entrance to the house were the words 
in large aud bold characters “ Vivat Victoria Regina.” At noon 
all the men-of-war of all natious and the Japanese forts poured 
forth a royal salute, which was re-echoed from the seven guns 
on the heights where the troops in garrison were reviewed by 
Colonel Browne, In the evening a grand ball was given by 
H.B.M.’s Charge d’Affaires. The French Minister's house, the 
Freuch barracks on the opposite side of the creek, and the 
houses of one or two Exiish residen:s were brilliantly illu- 
mivated, 

Ou Monday next (May 29), says the Jupun Herald, the 5th 
dey of the fifth month of th anese year, a great Js 
belay will be kept. It is one of five that occur in 
and which are according'y called ‘Ianugo or Goxseku. 
ou which the holidays 
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may be observed, in preparation for this great holiday, flags fi in 
form of huge fish, fying over many of the houses in Japanese 
towns. These fish are supposed to represent the salmon, whose 
nature is to ascend rivers, leaping over cataracts and falls that 
would oppose its passage upwards, until it approaches the head 
of the stream; Tho emblem is only suspended over houses 
in which male children have been recently born ; 
and denotes the desire of the parents that, as 
the fish constantly makes it way towards the river’s source, 
surmounting the obstacles in its course, so the child may over- 
come the difficulties of life, and attain the highest promotion 
in its particular sphere. The corresponding holiday on the 
third day of the third month is likewise appropriated by those 
whose ladies have blessed them with daughters. There is then 
suspended a small Ningyo—or image of the Mikado—and it 
is supposed to express the hope of the family that the child 
may uever cease in its prosperity on earth until it reach the 
sublimity enjoyed by the greatest earthly living object of 
Japanese veneration. On the fifth day of the fifth month the 
change is made, throughout all this portion of Japan, from 
cold to warm weather clothing—so exactly is everything regu- 
lated among this interesting and remarkable people. 

It appears there are more delays in the filling in of the 
Swamp. The Japanese authorities have lately caused one of 
the larger bays in the Homogo valley to be laid out for the 
purposes of rifle practice. The hill as it rises at the end of 
this bay has been cut and faced, and when the targets are placed 
will form excellent rifle butts, whilst a broad space has been 
defined by a deep ditch on each side, for a distance of nearly 
one thousand yards, It is to be used indiscriminately by 
Europeans and Japanese, and a portion of the ground when 
drained and properly grassed is to be made into a racecourse, 
This is the only part of the scheme objected to. The pos- 
session of this makeshift racecourse will give the Japanese 
Government grounds for postponing the preparation of that we 
are eutitled to by treaty. It was generally understood a fort- 
night back, says the Herald, that the contract had been taken 
by a Japanese contractor for the immediate filling in of the 
Swamp—but if our information be correct, this was a fallacy, 


No such contract has been actually taken, or had not a few’ 


days ago—although the Government had called for tenders. 

‘Ihe appeal case of Henry Cook, appellant, V. Samuel 
Powell, respondent, has been decided before Mr. Winchester, 
the Acting Consul-General. This was an appeal against the 
decision of the Kanagawa Consular court, in an action in which 
the [plaintiff respondent sued the apellant defendant on an 
alleged breach of contract to form a Co-partnery, and judgment 
was given in favour of plaintiff and respondent for five hundred 
dollars. The judge in appeal stated that he had gone over the 
pleadings and evidence with great care, and gave judgment as 
follows :—It is in this case the opinion of the Judge of Appeal, 
the plaintiff in the original case and the espondent in this 
appeal has failed to establish the existence of any definite or 
binding engagement between himself aud the defendant and 
appellant, on which the claim for damages can be supported. 
‘The decision of the Consular Court is, therefore not sustained, 
the award for damages revoked, and judgment directed to be 
reversed and entered up for the defendant and appellant 
Cook with costs. Plaintiff and respondent Rowell to pay costs 
of original suit and this appeal.

The following is from the market report of the Japan 
Herald :— 


Imports. —Since our last report a decided improvement has taken 
place for manufactured goods, owing to the more favourable exchange of 
native coin for Mexican dollars, The transactions during the forinight 
have not been very large, but our dealers have entered the market more 
freely, and grey and white shirtings and other cotton fabrics suitable for 
the present season have found buyers at satisfactory prices. During the 
last few days the demand has been less brisk and lower prices have been 
accepted than in the beginning of the fortnight. Camlets have also im~ 
proved, and the sales made show a slight advance in prices. Metals in 
general continue dull, and sugar and medicines also show no improve= 
ment, 

SILK.—The demand for this staple fell off sensibly after the departure 
ing, but revived since the receipt of the 27th March mail, and 
4 were at one time very flat, with a decided downward tendency, 
, more especially for the finer sorts, the growing scarcity 
of which is every day more conspicuous. Tue total seiienents of the 
fortnight amount to about 930 bales, making a total for the season of 
15,450 bales, against 1 0 at the same time last year. The unsold stock 
on the market may be estimated at about 660 piculs, composed mostly of 
the medium and coarse sorts. The weather is favourable for the new crop, 
Which, from all accounts we can gather, is getting on well. The earliest

Teas.—A few small parcels of new teas have been already brought 
down, but more to try the market than anything else; the whole of them 
not amounting to more than 50 piculs—consequently they cannot be taken 
‘asa criterion of the quality of the new crop generally. Prices, with the 
exception of medium to good medium descriptions, which we must quote 
$1 lower, are without alteration. Settlements amount to about 1,200 
piculs, leaving a stock of about 3,000 picu!s.

NAGASAKI, 

The British barque Satsuma was lost on the morning of the 
3rd May to the southward and eastward of Cape Namo, about 
twelve miles from the entrance to Nagasaki. The wenther was 
so thick and the wind so high at the time that it was impossible 
to,conjecture the position of the vessel. A court of inquiry 
inyo the circumstances of the wreck sat at the British Con- 
su ate on the 6th, but was adjourned to Thursday the 8th of 
June. No blame is attached to the captain by the owner or 
the general public, About one half the cargo was saved, and 
the wreck was sold by auction on the 6th, for the sum of 
$1,860. She was tho property of Mr. T. B. Glover, but had 
been sold for $23,000 to tho Prince of Satsuma, to whom she 
was to have becn delivered immediately after her arrival at 
‘Nagasaki. 

On the 6th May the American brig Star hauled down the 
American flag and hoisted the Japanese. She was sold by 
Messrs Glover and Co. to Prince Kaga for the sum of $12,500, 
cash, ‘The Star had been chartered by Chinese to load for 
Chefoo and Tientsin for $2,000, and she was already nearly 
full at the time of sale. The Russian brig Atlantic was, how- 
ever, chartered for the same amount, and she was, when our 
correspondent wrote, envaged in transferring the Star’s cargo. 

The Prince of Ake Zukee paid a visitto the settlement on the 
1st June. It seems that he was very anxious to see the saw- 
mill, and Messrs. Glover’s bungalow, where he enjoyed a heavy 
chow-chow. This was the first time thata Japanese Prince 
had ever visited a foreigner's house. The Queen’s birthday 
‘was enthusiastically celebrated. A large pionic was given, and 
at night several uf the bungalows on the hill were handsomely 
illuminated, Messrs, Glover and Co.’s fireworks being the 
theme of universal admiration. 

HAKODADI. 

A fire occurred early on the morning of the 13th April. It 
arose in the best part of the town, and was not checked for 
some hours. Five hundred houses and godowns were consumed. 
Most of the Japanese so-called “ fireproof” store-houses stcod. 
Only one foreigner suficred, by having his hotel burned down, 
‘The exact cause is not precisely known. Some of the foreign 
residents aided materially with their fire-engines in arresting 
the flames. 

Under date of the 6th May, we learn the departure of the 
Russian steamer Sakialin for the Manchourian ports, the Petrel 
for Shanghai on tho 4th May, and four whale-ships. The 
Russian corvette Bogatyr, six whalers, and the barque Ousuri 
were announced to leave on the 7th for Nagasaki. On the night 
of the 3rd a seaman belonging to one of tho whale-ships in 
harbour was killed by some Japanese in a strect row. The 
Consuls had taken up the affair seriously, but the Japanese 
officials observed a quiet and haughty demeanour, against which 
all the threats of the Consular body were hurled without effect. 
‘The murderer or murderers, as they are called, had consequently 
not been detected. During the stay of the whaling flect drunken 
sailors crowd the strects daily, and the wonder is that no serious 
accident occurred before. The weather had been somewhat 
changeable, but on the whole seasonable, 

The ship Zoltic Maria, from Hong Kong, bound to San Fran- 
cisco, with rice and Chincso passengers, put in on the 18th 
April, and left on the 28th. She was twice ashore, and not 
without some difficulty got off, 





CHINA. 
PEKING. 

The chief items of news brought by the present mail have 
been anticipated by telegraph. San-ko-lin-sin has been killed 
in an engagement with the Nicn-fei rebels, and ‘Tseng Kuo-fan 
has received the Imperial command to assuie his place. Li 
Hung-chang, Futai of Kiangsu, will in turn occupy the post 
vacated by Tsong Kuo-fan, while Li Hung-chang will for the 
present be succecded by Liu Fantai, who three years ago was 
Hsien of Shanghai. Burgevino has been capturcd near Amoy, 
and ‘sent prisoner to Foochow, where he is detained by the 
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Viceroy. Prince Kung does not appear to have yet quite re- 
covered from his late disgrace. 

The news from the capital is of the most alarming character. 
The Nien-fei rebels had advanced to within ten miles of the city of 
Pao-ting-fu, and therefore not more than one hundred miles 
from the capital. ‘The danger was considered so imminent that 
the Keangsu authorities had received instructions to send up 
the disciplined contingents, and as many ordinary troops as 
could be spared. The S.S3. Fusiyana, Viola, Glengyle, and 
Fenella, and two sailing vessels, had been chartered for this 
purpose, and were to leave in a few days with seven thousand 
men. The rebels aro led by Miao Tien-ching, a son of the re- 
nowned Mino Pei-ling. The Governor-General of the province 
has gone against them, also Chunghow, tho chief civil mandarin 
of ‘Tientsin, and with him the European drilled battalion. 
Meanwhile the French and English are about to evacuate the 
Taku Forts, a movement which augments the fears of the 
Chinese here in no small degree. Much blame has been 
attached to the high officials commanding in Shantung for their 
negligence in not securing the body of the Séng Wang (San-ko- 
lin-sin). Tt fell into the hands of the enemy, who are said to 
have cut it into fragments, 

The Empress Regent, at the instance of Prince Kung, is said 
to have directed the execution of a map of China, the basis of 
which shall be the topographical labours undertaken between 
the years 1708 and 1720, in the reign of tho Emperor Hang- 
Ti, by Father Regis, a French Jesuit, of which the record is 
preserved in the library of the Imperial College of Letters. 

TIEN. TSIN. 

The only inierest‘ng iten of news from this port concerns 
the Spring Race Meeting, which, after a postponement from the 
11th to the 15th of May, came off very satisfactorily, 





SHANGHAL 

Our latest advices from this port are to the 10th June. The 
English mail of 17th April had been received. 

Li Futai bad been raised to the rank of Hsu-yi-peb, two 
degrees higher than that he has hitherto held, 

‘The Cousular Court had been occupied in investigating a 
case arising out of the death of the chicf officer of the Ocean 
Gem, caused by the administration of a narcotic poison 
in mistake for tincture of rhubarb. While at Nagasaki, 
some of tho bottles in the ship’s medicine-chest had 
been refilled with drugs purchased at the shop of a Japanese 
druggist, and one of the bottles labelled tincturo of rhubarb, 
turned out to contain laudanum, a dose of which was adminis- 
tered to the chief-officer, causing his death. Captain Selby, of the 
Ocean Gem, having stated, on his arrival at Shanghai, that the 
medicine which produced this fatal result was supplied to him by 
Dr. Bauduin, of Nagasaki, that gentleman sent instructions 
to his representative at Shaughai, Mr. Kroes, to take legal 
proceedings againgst Captsin Selby for making a statement so 
detrimental to his character as a medical nan, The Ocean Gem 
had, however, already sailed from Shanghai before an action 
could be commenced. Tho evidence adduced so clearly proved 
that medicine had been procured not from Dr, Bauduin, but 
from a native shop, that Sir Harry Parkes stated it was amply 
sufficient to exonerate Dr. Bauduin, and gave it as his opinion 
that it would not be worth while following Captain Selby with 
the view of bringing him to justice. 

Two Japanese officials had arrived ia Shanghai, and left for 
Europe by the Miraye, for tho parpose of becoming citizens 
iu some country other than their own, They aro said to 
have become distrustful of the despotic sway exercised by the 
Prince of Nagato, in whose servico they formerly were, and, 
accordingly, take this means of enjoying more frecdom than 
they have hitherto possessed. 

A fire took place at Pootung on the 29th May, destroying tho 
cocoon-drying establishment of Messrs. Jardino, Matheson, and 
Co., at that place. Another fire broke out in the Ma-loo, on 
the 1st June, and consumed several strects of native houses, 
but without loss of life. 

‘An attempt was being made to place a beacon on the Centaur 
shoal, and thus enable river steamers to run at night with per- 
fect safety between Wusung and Langshan whenever there is 
light sufficient to make the beacon visibie. * 

‘The news just received in Shanghai of Sir Harry Parkes’s re- 
moval to Yedo bad given rise to some perplexity as to the 
appointment of an officer to succced him as commandant of 
the Volunteer force.

Corrox.—Litle or nothing has been done, the supply being nearly 
over. Prices remain uachanged. 

Laronts.—A fair business is reported in manufactured goods, and the 
market closes firmer at Tls. 3.8.0 to Tis. 3.8.5 for 6} grey shirtings. 

Fanicuts to London have declined to £3 for clippers, with an ia- 
creasing demand for tonnage. No cotton is offered, and on account of 
the non-arrival of the teas we can give no Freight quotations for 
“Shanghai to New York.” Freights to Chefoo and Tieat-sin have also 


slightly declined. 

jxchange has advanced, and closing rates are—Bank bills," Gs. 43d. ; 
credits, Gs. 5d. to 6s. 53d. During the past week Mexican dollars ad- 
vanced to 759, but closed to-day at 752. They are now taken in the 
interior to the extent of 40 per cent. in payment for silk, and as Carolus 
dollars become scarcer very day this proportion will necesarily rise 
‘Money remains abundant with both Chinese and foreign banks. 

HANKOW.

The Childers left the anchorage on the 30th ult. (in tow of 
the Uhina and Japan Steam Navigation Companies steamer 
Vulcan), and when about two miles outside of Sharp Peak, 
she struck on the north sand bank and has become a total 
wreck. Her loss has been severely felt by insurance com- 
panies here, who had taken something like $$00,000 on 
her cargo, which comprised some of the finest teas that 
that ever left the Foochow market ; not over 2,000 packages 
have been saved. At the time the ship ‘struck a pilot was ou 
board, and in afew days an inquiry will be held at the British 
Consulate as to the cause of the unfortunate mishap; the 
wreck was to have been sold yesterday by auction, the result of 
which has not transpired. Capt. Enright, who commanded the 
Childers, will probably go home overland. He is well known here 
and much respected.

NINGPO, 

On the night of the 27th of May a Ningpo boat, owned by 
a Chinaman, was blown up by a 25 lb. keg of powder. There 
were sixteen men in the boat at the time of the explosion ; 
eight were killed, five very much burnt, and not ex- 
pected to live, and three supposed to have been drowned. 
The boat’s stern and top of house were blown off the 
boat, and a large picco of hor hull was blown on to the 
roof of a house opposite, She sank immediately after the 
explosion in deep water. A diver has becn employed to 
save the cargo, &c., and her guns have been got up. She 
had 80 tons of cargo in her at the time, for Shanghai, and 
how the explosion took place is unknown. It is rather 
doubtful whether it was a 25lb. keg or not, as there were 
more kegs of powder in the boat. Two of the men who were 
burnt have since died. 

AMOY. 

Advices from this port confirm the evacuation of Chang- 
chow by the rebels. After the capture of Burgevine and sub- 
sequent abandonment of that city, they successively evacuated 
the five other cities held by them in the vicinity, and were 
concentrating their forces in the Black Tea districts, there to 
reorganize them with the view of joining the Nien-fei rebels as 
soon as they were able to do so in strong force. It is expected 
that they will make their appearance in the field again during 
the coming winter, and unless the Imperialist forces succeed in 
preventing the two main bodies from amalgamating they will | 
be dangerously strong. The inhabitants of the tract of 
country they now occupy are said to be entirely favourable to 
the rebelJion, and this fact will add greatly to their strength 
They are at present, however, very inefficiently armed, and so 
long as the Imperialist keep possession of the sca-board it will 
be a difficult matter for them to procure supplies of foreign 
arms and ammunition. 

HONG KONG. 

From Hong Kong we have but few items of intelligence to 
record. One of the most noticeable is the bad account given 
of the health of the troops. The Zamar having arrived much 
sooner than was expected with the second Battalion of the 11th 
Regiment, the quarters, which were being prepared here for its 
reception, were not ready. A portion of the Battalion was 
quartered at Kowloon, and the rest wherever cover could be 
obtained. Those quartered at Kowloon suffered so much from 
sickness, that it became necessary to removethem. The naval 
authorities arranged to accommodate this portion—say one 
hundred and fifty men—on board the Princess Charlotte ; but 
for this timely concession, a scrious mortality might have 
resulted. 

The Baron de Meritens was in Hong Kong collecting 
arms and ammunition for a force {collected by him, said to 
consist of discharged French soldiers from Saigon, aud pro- 
Dably intended to form the nucleus of a Franco-Chinese con- 
tingent. 

The following is from our own correspondent, 

. Hong Kong, May 12, 1865. 

Your correspondent, who has recently returned after a short 
absence, fiuds vary little of interest to communicate by the out- 
going mail. Trade remains in a state of coma, though the tea 
season is fairly opened up the coast—but, with the exception 
of Foochow, we hear of very few transactions, and the course of 
some of the buyers at the latter place, in yielding to the ex- 
citement of competition and giving prices which seem scarcely 
justified by any hypothesis as toa recovery of the home-markets, 
has been severely criticised, both privately and in the press. 
‘The greater part of the trading community prefer, however, to 
wait a little longer before resuming large transactions of any 
kind, and, although it is hoped that we have scen the last of 
any great failures or suspensious in our local houses of business, 
yet the apprehension of embarrassments arising from external 
connections is too great to permit, if nothing further prevented, 
a speedy returnto business, A recent circular of Messrs. F, Huth 
and Co., auimadverting upon the causes of the late disasters in 
the China trade, has naturally provoked much discussion here, 
and is very loudly condemned, by the class of young speculators 
who have profited by the mania for “consignments at any 
price ” of the last few years, and the fatal facility of discounts. 
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iti is thought by many that the establishment of the Tol Bank 
(the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation)will have 
a good effect in keeping down the number of branches from 
every conceivable banking company with which China has been 
latterly flooded, and will tend, as its operations become 
enlarged, to give ahealthier tone to this department of busi- 
ness. 

The Rice trade has been unusually brisk, owing to short crops 
in the interior of China, and an unprecedented number of 
arrivals has been recently reported here. An effort has been 
made by the Foreign Consuls at Canton, with some prospect of 
success, to induce the native authorities to grant certain 
facilities in the way of remission of tonnage-dues on rice-ships, 
which would materially favour the transport of rice to Canton 
direct in foreign bottoms, whereas, at present, it is for the 
most part transshipped at Hong Kong into native junks. Poor 
Canton ! its glory has, I fear, departed. Between Hung Kong 
and Hankow, how little is left of its once mighty trade! 
Scarcely half-a-hundred foreigners can now be mustered as the 
“ Canton community,” and these are chiefly agents of the Hong 
Kong houses which have carried off the wealth and glory of 
the finest city in China. 

I learn that therebels, if they may be so denominated, who 
have been roving on the borders of the Kwangtung and Fukien 
Provinces for the last six months, have lately decamped west- 
wards (since the rout of the main body near Amoy), on the 
approach of a strong additional force of “ braves ” recently 
despatched from Canton ; and that their leader, tho Kan 
Wang, tho last remaining member of the Coolie-King 
coterie at Nanking, has mado overtures for surrender. 
Per contra, we have the news that Sang-ko-lin-sin (who, 
anti-barbarian as he certainly was, has been for the 
last twelve years the most faithful and untiring bulwark 
of the existing dynasty), has fallen in an engagement against 
the Northern insurgent bands, and that great portions of the 
provinces of Shan-tung and Ho-nan are in the hands of the 
latter. The nows of tho revolt of a large body of “ braves,” 
near Hankow, is also confirmed. Thus, as the Chinese saying 
has it, “ Before one billow is at rest, another billow rears its 
crest ;” and universal corruption bears its fruit in unending 
disorder. A memorial has lately been addressed to the 
Emperor by the high authorities of Canton, in which the ex- 
isting causes of military inefficiency throughout tho empire 
are boldly exposed, and no less a remedy is suggested than the 
gradual abolition of the whole “army,” as at present consti- 
tuted (the effeteness of which undoubtedly provoked and 
favoured the late rebellion), and tho substitution in its place 
of the system of “braves,” or movable troops, such as have 
achieved whatever successes the Imperialists have had to boast 
of over the insurgents. ‘The Chinese “ army,” in fact, though 
capable of devouring half the revenues of the empire, may be said 
toexist only in name. Originally created in peaceful times, its 
proper functions are merely those of an armed constabulary, split 
up into local garrisons of afew hundred or a few thousand men 
in each of the thousand cities of the empire. When rebellion 
is in the earliest stages of incipient brigandage, this organisation 
is occasionally useful in a thief-taking capacity, but the moment 
resistance becomes serious, the tailors and shoemakers, who 
have becn called from their peaceful benches to don the military 
jacket, are a mere laughing-stock to friend and foe, This, how- 
ever, has not prevented the resources of the Government from 
being crippled during the last fifteen years by the enormous 
drain caused by the pay of these worthless “ troops,” to whom, 
though their pay is everywhere largely in arrear, a pittance 
must nevertheless be doled out to prevent their desertion. At 
this moment some £300,000 sterling are owing to the “regular 
troops” of Kwangtung alone ; and unless the wonted timidity 
of the Chinese Government, wherever the dreaded word CuancE 
is pronouuced, proves too strong in this instance, an immense 
relief may be obtained by adopting the exceptionally wise sug- 
gestions now laid before it. One other step only is required, 
viz. to drill and discipline the “braves,” whom it is proposed 
to substitute for the regular troops. The commencement of 
such a system has, indeed, been made at Shanghai ; but timor- 
ously, and on a very limited seale, Let us hope that, one day, 
we may sce a Government at Peking (it matters litile under 
what name) strong enough to maintain order. We shall always 
be strong enough to maintain our rights, 

The following report of the China Railways Company

Mr. W. Delano, jr. having been voted into the chair, ex- 
plained the objects of the meeting. He recalled to the recol- 
lection of those present that in February of last year Sir Mac- 
donald Stephenson paid a visit to China with the object of 
ascertaining the views of the residents here, in Canton and 
Shanghai, 18 to the desirability of introducing railways into 
China, The result was communicated on his return to London 
in a “Report upon the feasibility and most effectual means of 
introducing railway communication into China.” Copies of 
this report, together with that of a map, were freely circulated 
at the various ports, and since then a few gentlemen in England 
connected with China had formed themselves into an associa- 
tion called “the China Railways Company (Limited),” for the 
purpose of promoting the object of Sir Macdonald Stephenson’s 
visit. 

The Chairman then called upon the Honorary Secretary, 
Mr. R. S. Walker, to read a letter addressed to him by the 
Secretary of the Board in London, which would more fully 
explain the object of the present meeting. 

The letter stated that at a preliminary meeting of the board 
of directors it had been resolved to proceed at once to take 
steps for carrying out the important object for which the com- 
pany had been formed. That the board had decided at once 
to apply for the formal sanction of the Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Kwang Tung for the construction of a line of railway 
between Canton and Fatshan, with which it is proposed to 
commence ; and that, with the view of obtaining this sanction 
and generally to promote the interests of the undertaking, the 
directors had decided to form a local committee, consisting of 
gentlemen desirous of forwarding the object of the company 
for the purpose of co-operating with the London board. To 
this committee the recipient of the letter was requested to act 
as honorary secretary. The directors suggested the transmis- 
sion of a communication in Chinese, bearing the signature of 
the committee, and addressed to the Governor of Kwang Tung 
province, asking for his Excellency’s formal sanction for the 
construction of an experimental line of railway between 
Canton and Fatshan, such letter to be transmitted in the 
mode most likely to ensure a speedy and favourable reply. 

‘The meeting was addressed by the Hon, Mr. Whittall, the 
Rev. W. Lobscheid, Mr. Margesson, and Mr, Turing, and the 
discussion ended in the following resolution being proposed by 
the Hon. Mr. Whittall, seconded by Mr. Niasen, and carried 
unanimously, viz. :-— 

“That a sub-committee be appointed to ascertain unofficially 
the views of the Governor-General of Canton as to the objects 
of the company. That the committee so appointed shall invite 
the Consuls of all nations to accompany them at the interview, 
and that a public meeting be convened to receive the report of 
the committee, and to consult upon what further steps it may 
be desirable to take.” 

The committee named comprised the following gentlemen, 
viz :—Messrs. W. Delano, jr., H. B. Gibb, G. Gifford, A. Heard, 
Rev. W. Lobscheid, Dr. Murray, Messrs. H, D. Margesson, G, 
Moul, W. Neilson, W. Nissen, F. Parry, P, Ryrie, A. Sassoon, 
the Hon. Mr. J. Whittall, and Mr. R. S. Walker. 

Thanks having been voted to the chairman, the meeting 
separated. 





COCHIN CHINA, 
SAIGON. 
The steamer La Fusée, which had been cruising on the coast 
of Binthuan, has returned to Saigon, having captured five of 





the junks supposed to have been engaged in the late piracy 
committed on the Huby, Tho gunboats Mitraills and Lntra- 
casteaun have both been sent to cruise along the aqme coast, 
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‘The French mail steamer Loko, which left Siena about, 
noon on the 13th June, struck on a rock off Romania Point 
during the afternoon, and partially filled. A boat was sent in 
during the night, and the steamer aixbow promptly chartered 
to proceed to the wreck, The American steamer Woosung and 
the pilot schooner Syren were both at the wreck, the Woosuug 
taking her treastire out, and the Syren bringing anvofficer and 
boat's crew to Singapore. The Dutch steamer Java, with pro- 
visions and three tongkangs were despatched, on the 15th, to 
the scene of the wreck. The more valuable of the ship’s 
stores, fittings, machinery, &c., would be saved. 

Ascrious amok had been committed by a Javancse seaman 
on board the Dutch brig Salida, lying in the harbour. He 
first struck the Scrang several blows about the head and face 
with a belaying pin, who bas since died, He then struck the 
cook and knocked out four or five of his teeth, and on his wife 
going to bis assistance the man stabbed her in the side, from 
which the bowels protruded. Another woman and several of 
the crew got stabbed also. The chief officer of the Hanoverian 

ig Sehwinge was also on board, and on making his escape fell 
overboard; by climbing up a rope, however, he got on board 
again, when he received a cut on the temple which knocked 
him overboard once more ; he got on board a second time, but 
was instnsible. The rest of the men made their exit up the 
rigging and some overboard, On Inspector Hayward going up 
the gangway, his getting on board was prevented by the man 
standing on the top and flourishing some kind of weapon. 
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It is anid that the onwtitione of the villages along tho coast 
are thankful for the protection now afforded them, and that the 
native Governor of Birthuan has begzed of the French autho- 
tities to maintain a guard off the coast. 














We hear, says tho Siam Tines of the Sth June, that the 
French Consul has been using his best endeavours to secure 
the suppression of the two newspapers published in Bangkok. 
[Both these newspapers are publisucd in the English language.] 
It seems to us that he must be beside himself to suppose that 
he can bring sufficient pressure to bear in any quarter to ac- 
complish such an object. The publishers of these papers are 
not under either French or Siamese control. If the editors 
or proprietors violate any law or treaty affecting French inte- 
rests, he has his remedy in the United State Consular Court. 
We respoctfully submit, whether if reports are true concerning 
the course he has taken, it does not fully confirm our remarks 
of last weck, on “French Policy in Siam.” 

The grounds of this reported demand appear to be the 
general tone of the political comments made by the papers in 
question, the Sian Limes and the Banyksk Recorder, on the 
¥reneh progress in Cochin China, and moro particularly the 
publishing of the receut treaty obtained by the French from 
the Government of Siam. We subjoiu the concluding portion 




















of the articlo “ French Policy in Siam,” which seems to have 
brought M. Aubaret’s wrath to a climax :—

be a plausible reason, but is itthe true one? We doubt it. We appre- 

hend that just and upright treaty-makers would not be particularly offended

at the publication of an honourable treaty or agreement, but wo 
rejoice, knowing that it would bring honour to themselves. and glory to 
their country. 

We are not surprised at the sensitiveness and probable chagrin of the 
French Consul at the publication of these documents, for they reflect no 
honour on him nor his sovereign 5 and bi the treaty he negotiated 
with Cochin China some time ago, in wh doubtless supposed at the 
time he had done wonderful things for himself and country, was repudi- 
ated. or rather the Exnperor and his Government refused to ratify it. It may 
be the fear of being snubbed again, in case these documents become 
known in Europe, Qelore the Emperor has time to examine them, and 
from a sense of shaine feel constrained to reject both of them, whi 
troubles him, It is not an uncommon thing for men who ean stoop so 
low as to negotiate treaties which honourable senators and coun-

THE SILKWORM EPIDEMIC. 

As far as the European crop is concerned, the silk scason of 
1865 will prove the most disastrous since the commencement 
of the disease ; not even the partial success which has attended 
the late enormous importations of eggs, or “sced,” as it is 
technically termed, from the East, and more especially from 
Japan, having sufficed to prevent Prices rising to twenty-five or 
thirty per cent higher than were current at this time last year. 
The hope once entertained that new breeds, raised from the 
seed so imported would continue to be exempt from the ravages 
of the epidemic, has proved entirely fallacious, inasmuch as, 
although they yield a good crop the first year, they cannot be 
propagated afterwards ; and this recently discovered fact tends 
to establish the correctness of a theory broached some years 
ago, but generally contradicted by the French silk-growers, 
namely, that the disease originated in a deterioration in tho 
quality of the food upon which the worms subsisted, and was 
not of a contagious nature, The subject is an interesting one, 
both as regards its effect on a large portion of the population 
of France and Italy, and its relation toa most important branch 
of our trade with China and Japan, 

Our Paris correspondent informs us the Acclimatisation 
Society of France has given public notice that it eannot under- 
take to continue the importation of Japanese seed. Having 
shown the mode of doing s0, and proved the superior qualite 
of seed obtained from that country, it henceforth very properly 
leaves the matter to commercial hands. It also reveals a fact 
deserving of notice, namely, that a number of boxes used by 
the Society, and bearing its initials, have been refilled by some 
unprincipled persons with ordinary Ezropean eggs, and are now 
being offered for ‘sale as fresh importations of the Society. 
The effect of this will be to discourage more than ever those 
producers into whoso hands the spurious seed finds its way. 
Some hope is however inspired by the announcement just made 
of the nomination of a special commission by the French 
Government, consisting of the Minister of Commerce, several 
officials, some scientific men, and 8 few eminent silk producers, 
for tho purpose of inquiring more fully into the nature of the 
disease and ascertaining as far as possible the best means of 
arresting its progress, Whether any remedy will be found, 
short of an entire change in the system of cultivating the 
mulberry tree, we very much doubt, 

We believe it was Mr. Jony Stvertocr, of London, who 
first suggested that the disease was not inherent in the worne 
itself, but, arose from improper or insufficient nourishment. 
This was in 1861; and the idea was not then favourably re- 
ceived by the Freuch producers, who grounded their arguments 
on the apparently contagious nature of the disease, and the 
fact of its having appeared successively in places 20 widely 
separated from each other. More recent observations, however, 
have shown that Mr. Sttventock’s theory is the correct one’ 
M. Guerin MENEVILLE, in his report of an inquiry prosecuted 
in Various parts of France, states that most practical men now 
concur in the belief that the sole cause of mischief is the Dlight 

which affects the mulberry trees, and which js evidently the 














result of a system of forced cultivation adopted by growers, with 
the view of producing an abundant crop of leaves, The desired 
result has been easily attained as regards quantity, but, as 
might have been expected, tho superabundant growth of foliage 
thus produced is far inferior in quality to that of the mulberry 
tree in its natural state; the leaves, instead of being thick, 
firm, and juicy, are of a poor, watery nature, and very deficient 
in those nutritive properties on which the worms entirely de- 
pend for their proper development. Experiments which have 
come within the range of Mr. SuvERLocK’s own experience, 
made on worms raised from eggs imported into Italy from 
Shanghai, leave no doubt whatever as to this being the origin 
of the disease. The worms, which when first hatched from 
the imported eggs are perfectly healthy, are described as being 
ravenous, and eating a far larger quantity than usual—and even 
the increased,bulk so consumed appears barely sufficient to sup- 
port them during the first stages of their existence up to the period 
of spinning and reproduction, and gives them no strength to 
complete these natural processes. When the time for spinning 
arrives, the insect disgorges the mass of undigested food con- 
tained in its stomach, and dies, in fact, of a species 
of cholera, The conclusion deduced by Mr, SILVER- 
Lock from these observations is, that if any efforts 
which may be made to arrest the progress of the disease 
are to prove effectual, attention must first be directed 
to the trees themselves, A portion of them must be allowed, 
for at least one season, to mature their fruit, and shed their 
leaves naturally—this will strengthen and ripen the wood, and 
give increased vigour to the tree. And the worms should be 
reared in as close proximity as possible to the plantations, in 
order that they may receive their food in a fresh state. The 
firm, fibrous leaves of the wild mulberry tree will of course re- 
main fresh much longer than the weak, watery foliage produced 
by the tree when stimulated by an unnatural mode of culture. 
These considerations may, ata superficial glance, bo taken as 
applying only to the continental crop, but in reality they 
equally affect the growth of silk in China and Japan. In the for- 
mer country the disease has already appeared ; and if the increased 
demand for China and Japan silk, resulting from the failure of 
the European crop, should induce the growers in either of those 
countries to carry to an extreme the system of forced cultiva- 
tion, the most serious results may be apprehended. For the 
present the deficiency in the home crop will doubtless be com- 
pensated for by additional imports from the East—perhaps 
more than sufficientlyso. M. Artes-Durovr, in arecent circular, 
recommends French producers to be ou their guard, firstly, on 
account of the anticipated large importations from China and 
Japan ; and secondly, on account of a probable decrease in 
consumption consequent on extreme rates, We would impress 
the necessity of similar caution on the part of shippers in 
those countries. 








RUSSIAN RAILWAYS AND TELEGRAPHS, 


A CORRESPONDENT writing from St. Petersburg the other day, 
gives us a long list of the public works that are being carried 
out, or are in contemplation at the present moment in the 
Russian Empire. Railways and telegraphs are matters that 
concern all the world, and some of those which are included in 
the list referred to have a very special interest for the com- 
mercial world, A railway is being constructed to unite Odessa 
with the Lemberg line, and another to connect Tchernovitz 
with the Danube at Galatz. The Emperor has issued his ukase 
for the formation, at the cost of the State, of a line between 
Krementckoug and Balta, and which form part of the great 
line from Odessa to Kharkoff. The line between Dunabourg 
and Vitebsk is being proccoded with, and the company isbound 
to have that portion of tho road between Dunabourg and 
Polotzk ready for work by November in the coming year, and 
the whole before the ycar 1867. A railroad from Posen to 
Warsaw has been contemplated for some time, and it is said 
that tho necessary capital has now been subscribed. 

The great telegraphic line which has been conceded to the 
Western Union Telegraph Company of the United States by 
the Russian Government, as regards its territories, and the aim 
of which is to unite not only Europe and America, but evens 
tually the whole world in one system, is to pass by Nicolaief, 
Behring’s Straits, the Russian Possessions on the American 
Continent, British Columbia, and San Francisoo, where it will 
join the lines of the United States. ‘The capital of the com- 
pany is said to be ten millions of dollars, which is nearly all 





subscribed for, The conces: is for thirty-threo years, and 
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the company is bound to have the line in work within five 
years or forfeit all its privileges, A stipulation is made that 
the majority of the persons employed by the company on 
Russian ground shall be natives of the country. 

The prolongation of the telegraphic lines from Kiachta to 
Peking is still talked of, but nothing more definite is asserted 
than that one of the directors of the Russian telegraphs is at 
Peking and in communication with the Chinese Government on 
the subject. ‘There is no doubt that the accomplishment of 
this object will be attended with some difficulties, but if the 
Russian Government is bent vpon its realisation, and exhibits 
as much energy as its shows at present in completing its own 
railway and telegraphic system, and connecting the latter with 
that of America, they will be surmounted, 








THE CHINA CHALLENGE CUP. 

In the account contaiued in our last issue of the close of the 
Wimbledon meeting we recorded an announcement made by 
Lord Elcho, when distributing the prizes on the 22nd July, to 
the effect that the commitico had finally decided on ordering 
this important picce of plate to be designed and made in China. 
‘We have since ascertained that this is not the case, and that 
no decision will be made until the arrival of a design which has 
been sent for from Hong Kong, to be compared with those 
submitted by Messrs, Hancock, Elkington, Dent, and others. 
When this has been received, we believe the choice of design 


will be left to the ten competitors who won the cup this ycar 
for the county of Somerset. 





COTION PROBABILITIES. 

(From the Cotton Supply Reporter.) 
American cotton probabilities continue to afford a fertile subject of 
speculation, and there is still much uncertainty and suspense as regards 
ovr future supplies, The estimates furnished by successive statisticians 
only serve to indicate the perplexity in which they are involved, and the 
difficulty experienced in ascertaining the stock of cotton existing in the 
Southern States, Until this can be determined, the fluctuations which 
are 0 embarrassing must still be encountered, and conflicting opinions 
will, from time to time, be sure to gain credence, and to exert a corre- 
sponding influence. Rumours which, according to the wishes of Ihe par- 
ties with whom they originate, either exaggerate or under-estimate the 
actual quantity, are to be expected ; but unlessthey rest upon some in- 
telligible and recognised foundation, it will be wise to receive them with 
caution, We contribute our quota to the solution of the question by 
giving insertion in our pages to a report furnished to the Foreign Office 
by Her Majesty's Consul at Savannah, to which our readers will attach 
that degree of importance that it may appear to them to deserve. It 
seems to be gencrally admitted, that neither from the acecumulations 
during the war, nor from the present year's crop, can any over- 
whelming supplies be anticipated, and that there is nothing 
to discourage, in the slightest degree, the continued exertions of all 
other countries which have of late years made the cultivation of 
cotton an object of special attenti The return of the States, which 
have so long been @ prey to the ravages of war, to the’ labours of peaceful 
industry, and the renewal of their efforts to furnish again those supplies of 
cotton which were formerly so abundant and welcome, will, we hope, be 
the commencement of a new career of progress and prosperity, but there 
need be no alarm on this account in any quarter. A mighty revolution 
has been effected, and such superiority over other countries in the pro- 
duction of cotton as slavery could affurd is now at an end. There is 
reason for satisfaction and congratulation that henceforth our mills will be 
supplied only with free-grown cotton, and that none will be able to con- 
nect the whirl of our machinery with the wail of the oppressed. Such 
advantages as the Southern States may possess in the peculiarities of their 
climate and soil will still belong to them ; but in other respecis the various 
cotton-growing countries of the world are, by the extinction of 
tlavery, placed more nearly than before on an equality with them. The 
jon which has been gained in the cotton market during the exclusion 
‘of America is one that should not be lightly surrendered ; and we can see 
no reason why India, Egypt, Turkey, Brazil, or any other country that is 
prepared to make the necessary exertions, should succumb to the formid- 
able rival which has now to be encountered. Competition will make 
improvement compulsory, but it need not paralyse effort and enter- 
prise. It will not do to continue to send forward the inferior 
article, which, in the absence of anything else, was readily taken. A 
better quality must now be produced, ‘The same means and care must 
be used which gradually gave to American cotton its acknowledged su- 
periority, and we are confident that wherever such are employed there may 
be a permanent trade established. None of the countries which have been 
so enriched by the growth of cotton during the past four years ought to 
be deterred from making strenuous efforts to retain the advantages which 
they have gained. Difficulties have to some extent been overcome, and 
perseverance only is required to ensure success. We rejoice to know 
that the Turkish Government are taking wise measures in anticipation of 
the next sowing season, and are determined to procure American seed, 
\d to promote its use to a much greater extent than ever. The occa- 
sional ravages of locusts and the prevalence of adverse seasons may 
awaken solicitude and require special exertions, but no one can doubt 
that ultimately satisfactory results will be realised. An extended growth 
of gotton in Egypt may be momentarily checked by a threatened scarcity 
of food, but larger importations of grain and additional tacilities of trans- 
port will lead (o increased gultivatjon, Neither Turkey nor Egypt, we 



































may be sure, will consent to part with so lucrative a trade, and the means 
of securing possession of it are within their reach. Let such he diligently 
used and they will become efficient and permanent sources of cotton 
supply. The defective agriculture of India has been forcibly pointed out 
by Sir William Denison, the Governor of Madras, who dwells specially 
upon the inefficiency of the Indian plough, which merely scratches the 
ground and does not turn up the lower soil to the surface. The area of 
land under cultivation in the Madras Presidency is represented to be 
about 17,000,000 of acres, which an improved system of agriculture 
would render much more productive. The use of windmills as a means 
of irrigation is also recommended. In the Bengal Presidency steam cul- 
tivating apparatus is now employed in the growth of cotton as well as of 
indigo, and we participate in the opinion recently expressed by Mr. 
Bazley, that without incurring any risk of rice or corn famine in India by 
devoting more land to cotton, the area now so appropriated might, by 
better cultivation, be made to produce five or six millions of bales instead 
of one million, If at length, under the pressure of the nec« 
has now arisen for growing an improved quality of cotton in India, the 
requisite efforts be made, it may yet be possible, by an efficient system of 
native husbandry, to procure abundant and satisfactory supplies from that 
country. Our past disappointments, however, prevent the indulgence of 
so contident a hope with respect to India aswe ean entertain in other 
cases. Whatever check to cotton production may have been occasioned 
in any instance by the abrupt termination of the American war, and the 
expectations then awakened, there is now no cavse for discouragement, 
but on the contrary every reason for renewed and persevering exertions, 
which we feel assured will mect with an ample reward. 








COTTON CROP IN GEORGIA, UNITED STATES. 


(Extract of a despatch from Consut T. Swit, forwarded by the Foreign 
Office, dated Savaunab, June 28th, 1865.) 

Touching the very vital point of cotton, the great staple article of the 
commerce of Georgia, I would observe that up to a very recent date the 
Federal authorities exacted a duty of 25 per cent. upon all cotton which 
was brought in on private account, as your lordship will perceive by the 
enclosed notice—Dated May 23rd, 1865, not sent herewith—issued by 
the United States purchasing agent here. | ‘This grievous tax has, how- 
ever, been withdrawn, and in place has been substituted an internal 
revenue duty of two cents per lb. at least such is the tenor attributed to 
the Executive proclamation of June 13th inst., a copy of which I much 
regret to state I have been unable to procure. In the present abnormal 
state of affairs it is not possible, I believe, to obtain a very correct account 
of the quantity of cotton on hand, and available by-and-by for market; 
but I have ascertained that parties well acq ed with this State, and 
who have recently travelled throughout igth and breadth, estimate 
the number of bales which remain in private hands, scattered about in 
parcels varving from eight or ten to four or five huudred, at somewhere 
about 300,000, and the entire stock in the country at large at from a 
million and a quarter to a million and a half of bales, each bale averaging 
about 480Ib. ‘The cotton in Georgia will not be available for shipment to 
a foreign market for some months to come, seeing that the difficulties of 
transport between this city and the country districts have only been 
very partially overcome; the small lots of cotton which do arrive aro 
brought down the river by means of a few small river steamers, and 
unfortunately within the last two months four of these craft have been 




















lost. 

‘The bulk of the cotton will remain undisturbed until the completion of 
the renovation now in progress on the lines of railway, a matter which will 
occupy from three to six months, and before the expiration of which time, 


as it seems to me, there will be hittle chance for Lritish vessels to procure 
return cargoes from this port. 











PRINCE SATSUMA. 
(From the Japan Hurald.) 

We have from time to time given sketches of the history of some of 
the powerful daimios of Japan, Mito and Choshiu have both thus been 
dealt with amongst others, but there is yet another great Prince, whose 
name is * familiar as household words,” of whom we, propose presenting 
our readers with a slight sketch. 

The history of Prince Satsuma is not by any means so interesting as 
either Mito or Choshiu, because the house has never had much feud or 
quarrelling with other Daimios. Our sketch, therefore, assumes the form 
rather of a genealogical descent than of an interesting historical recital. 

About 700 years ago the house of Satsuma was founded by one of the 
sons of Yorito-mo (the founder of Sho-goon-Key) whose name was 
Shimazoo Bengonokami Todah-hisa, though on first becoming a Daimio 
he was a very small prince, and it was not until the fifteenth descendant 
became head of the house that it assumed any importance among the 
other great families in the land. This prince Shimazoo Shirino Daiboo 
became very wealthy and had large territorial possessions, holding the 
three provinces of Satsuma, Huga, and O-o-sumi. The son of this 
prince shortly after coming into possession of his ancestral rights fitted 
out an expedition to conquer the Loo-choo island and its group. The 
expedition was quite successful, and resulted in the subjugation of the 
islands, £0 that from that time to the present they have been owned by 
the Prince of Satsuma. 

On the government of Tyco-sama being made aware of the fact of 
Satsuma’s successful raids upon the Loochoos and elsewhere, an embassy 
was sent to the latter relative to certain negotiations. Satsuma refused 
to treat with Tyco’s party, which 0 exasperated Tyco, that he declared 
war and succeeded in’ capturing the two provinces of Huga and 
O-0-sumi.—Satsuma, fearing lest he should be deprived of all his posses- 
sions submitted himself to the will of the great Tyco-sama, who behold- 
ing him thus humbled, ordered that he should descend from his 
Daimioship, and that he and his son should become as priests, shaving 
their heads, &c, This having been done, ‘lyco magnanimously placed thu 
grandson at the head of the house and gave back to him the two 
captured provinces. This prince appears to have been eminent, for bia 
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promotions under Tyco and his successor were numerous. He was known 
tucevseively by many names, the last and greatest being Jinsan mi Chu- 
no-goon Jychisa, For eight generations there does not appear to have 
been a single incident worth accordirg in the history of the house. And 
even the ninth descendant from the fast named—Jiusanmi Chujo 
Satsumano Kami was only remarkaLle for his numerous children and the 
alliances formed accordingly with many ofthe greatest princes through- 
out the Empire—Tie present Prince of Satsuma is a descendant of 
Jinvanmi—in the Sth generation, but not inthe elder branch of the famnily. 
‘On the contrary, the late prince having no son, adopted the son of his 
younger brothct—who is the prince :0 well known by reputation to 
foreigners. ‘Ihe late prince had an only danzhter, to whom he was 
tenderly attached, She becatne the wife of the late Tycoon. At the 
death of her husband, she cut her hair short and locked herself up in the 
castle at Yeddo.

THE FLUCTUATION OF BANKING PROFITS IN 
LONDON, 
(PROM THE ECONOMIST.) 

One of the most important and best results of the development of the 
system of joint-stock management will be a more accurate knowledge 
than we now have of the protitableness of different trades, andthe general 
profit of all trade. ‘The accounts of a single trader or of a private part- 
nership are sbrouded in mystery ; there is no good reason for telling them, 
and there are several good reasons for not telling them. But the accounts 
of acompany in which a considerable number of sharcholers are much 
interested must show to those sharcholdcrs the most maiet facts relating 
to the bnsiness. We are yet, however, far from such a desirable state of 
things. ‘The only considerable trade whieh has been long enough under 
joint-stock management to tell us much is the trade of banking, and even 
as to this the published accounts of most barks are still very imperfect. 
Most bauks persist in concealing the amount of their acceptances, and 
while it is uncertain whether the “liabilities” vaguely classed together 
are composed of paper issued by the bank, or money left with the benk, 
no sure deduction as to the nature of theit business can be made. With 
such a fault in the data, no conclusion can hupe to be correct. ‘The 
London and Westminster Bank his set the example of dividing its depo- 
fils from its acceptances, but many banks of the greatest importance have 
as yet not foliowed its example. In the end the public will prefer a bank 
in which the accounts are such as they ought to be to a bauk whose ac- 
counts are such as they ought not to b 

But though the nature of the business carried on by these banks is not 
told us, its profits are told us. We do not know, so well as we should, 
how the money is made, but we are very fairly and fully told what money 
is made ; and it is very curious to trace in this pstent record the varying 
profitableness of monetary operations, The foilowiig are the profits 
earned by the long estab 













































ished joint-stock banks of London during the 
lust half-year, and we perposely confine our attention to those compara 
tively old banks of acknowledged ercdit, to avoid the unpleasant questions 
which embarrass the consideration of certain of the banks, and the 
still greater odium of saying that oue new bank is of established eredit 
aud that another is not so.

And this is the more remarkable, because the London and Westminster 
Bank, whose accounts are full ‘and conclusive, show an increase of 
£1,000,060 in the deposits, and likewise a large diminution in the ex- 
penees. In the case of this bank at lesst the net profit has diminished, 
though the means of making it have augmented, and though the cost of 
making it has declined. Ia the case of this ban's, too, the cause of the 
diminution is not to be looked for, as might have been at first fancied, in 
the bad dett account, for it wus expressly stated at the mecting that the 
bad debte of the past half-year have not much exceeded the average of 
many years past. ‘The figures given above would s.em to indi 
the City Bank was an exception to the otherwise general diuinution of 
profits during the present huf-year, But such does not appear to be the 
case. That bank deducied at Christmas £30,009 from its protits to meet 
“ possible wos," and so lurge a sum hav been dedu from the 
proiits of the Christmas bal!-ycar, no unusual decuction has been neces 
rom the profits of the June half-year. 

The true reason of this great diminuiien of the profits is the reduction 

in the value of money. A large London joint stock bank has a cousider-

rates, but for money left only on the crdinary terms they did not give 
more than 5 per cent. Consequently they had an unusual opportunity of 
making profit; they could lend a large sum, for which they paid nothing 
or alow rate, at very high rates, And if they kept clear of bad debts 
they made great profits. But in the last half-year, when the rate of 
interest was very low, they had no such opporiunity. They could not 
charge what they had charged last autumn, and though they paid less for 
much of their money, the compensation was not sufficient. 

Ilis instructive to compare these accounts with those of this time last 
year, and it will probably surprise some of our readers to find that in some 
banks at least the profits were very much higher in June, 1864, than either 
in December, 1864, or June, 1865, and that the aggregate of all of them 
was somewhat greater. Tie figures are—

The reason of these high profits was that the half-year ending June 30 
was even more favourable to banking than the half-year which succeeded. 
In the spring there was a high rate of discount, and in the autumn a etill 
higher rate; but there was a disadvantage in the autuma which there was 
notin the spring. ‘There was not a panic, but there was fear of a panic. 
A great many people, not without experience, expected that October and 
November, 1864, would have been more severe than they were, though 
they brought suffering enough. If the Bank of England had acted as it 
did in 1857, unquestionably 1864 would have beea worse than 1857. 
With this apprehension in their minds it was not possible for 
bankers to use their resources as freely and boldly in the autumn 
as they used them in the spring; and though in many cases their 
deposits were more and the current rates of discount higher, yet the net 
result was not so good, If a banker is afraid to lend his money, it is of 
no use to him to have much of it, or that the nominal rates for it are high, 

It is to be observed that the causes which make banking profits so fluc- 
tuating in London do not apply sith the same force to many parts of the 
country, especialiy to the quieter parts. ‘The rate of interest does not 
change in those districts with the same rapidity upon any securities, 
And the securities on which a banker lends in such places are not those 
which would be very acceptable in the London market at all. The Lon- 
don and Westminster must discount at some approximation to the Bank 
minimum the mass of the bills which come before them ; but in many 
districts of the country no banker ever thinks of charging common bills 
less than 5 per cent. “The tradesman for whom he ¢iscounts is not known 
in the London market, and the bills he brings would be taxed there a 
good deal more than the Bank minimum. A low rate of money in Lon- 
don, therefore, is not attended by equal cheapness in the country ; and a 

izh rate of money is not attended by equal dearness in the country, 
The country banker cannot, or thinks he cannot, run his rates up to the 
London minimum for first-rate bills, still less to the charge which would 
be made in London for the sort of paper which fills a country banker's 
bill-ease. Both ways country banking isa trade of stea‘lier profits: so 
much cannot be made of money when it is at the highest value, and more 
can be made of it at its lowest value. 


























CHINA GRASS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—The public are greatly indebted to you tor calling attention to the 
capabilities of China grass asa material for manufacture, not only for 
paper but cotton, imparting both sirength and durability to that fabric, 
‘That it can be mixed with cotton to advantage to the extent of from 40 to 
GU per cent. is a fact that at once determines its value as an article of com= 
merce, and strengthens the probability that we shall find in it an effective 
compensation for restricted eupplies of cotton. China, to my own know- 
Jedge, can furnish a large and continuous supply, and by hydraulic power 
it may be as readily compressed as cotton, without injury to the fibre. I 
am sorry to sce French inanuiacturers, or, if you will, French capitalists 
taking so obviously the lead in ite utilisation, tor though they are only in 
the experimental stage, their forwardness as contrasted with our own 
Gilatoriness is only auother of many iliustrations of the indisposition of our 
manulacturers to countenance or to commit themselves to anything like 
change. All know, however, the importance of obtaining the start as to 
time in introducing’ into a foreign market a new or superior article that 
proves acceptable. ‘The fault of our cheap cottons has hitherto been their 
want of durability, and now, by working up China grass, not only may that 
quality be obtained, but, as you have shown, more permanent and more 
brilliant dyes. Evidently, large fortunes are to be acquired by those who 
shall first prove successful in this enterprise, and it is to be hoped that in 
tead of waiting for French experimental results, arrangements will at once 
be made for turning China grass to full account in our cotton and linen 
orinufactures.—) ours, & AN Exponter,

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY.

It was stated that this was the bankrupt's Gfth appearance in this court, 
and that he had also been twice insolvent. No assignee had yet been 
chosen, and it was asked that the application should stand over until after 
the choice. 

His Honour thought that no substantial benefit would accruo to the 
estate by the release being ordered, and adjourned the application until 
after the meeting for oboice of assignees, 





BELLIGERENT RIGHTS. 4 


The following is the latest dispatch on the subject of the 
cessation of beliigerent rights, addressed by the Forcign-office 
tothe American Government :— 


EAL BUSSELL TO SIR ¥. BRUCE. 
Foreign-office, July6, 1865. 

Sir,—I have received and laid before the Queen your dispateh of the 
19th June, with a copy of Mr. Seward’s note on the subject af the cessation 
of belligerent rights. 

Her Majesty's Government are sorry to find that the reservations and ex - 
planations which accompanied the orders of the 2nd June are deemed un- 
acceptable by the Government of the United States. 

Her Majesty's Government did not expect, indeed, that the United 
States, after the course they have hitherto taken, would now acknowledge 
that the original concession of belligerent rights was either necessary or 
just, or sanctioned by the law of nations, 

Her Majesty's Government, however, having, in common with all the 
maritime Powers of Europe, acknowledged the belligerent rights of 
blockade on the part of the ‘United States, and having recognised tho 
existence of a belligereat against whom that right was exercised in con- 
formity, as they are convinced, with the law of nations arfd the practice 
of centuries, could not be expected on their part to shrink from the con- 
sequences of the course they had deliberately adopted. Her Majesty's 
Government, therefore, considered that a due regard for national faith 
and honour required that any Confederate vessel of war called upon to 
depart from Her Majesty's ports, harbours, or waters should have the 
benefit of the twenty-four hours’.rule. But you will observe to Mr. 
Seward that this rule is then to be enforced for the last ti 

‘Consequently n0 Confederate vessel of war, taking advantage of this 
Yule, could ever again have the bencfit of it. 

Her Majesty's Government have, in a like spirit, allowed that vessels 
lying in Her Majesty's harbours or waters, or which, during the space of a 
month, shall come into these harbours or waters, shall be permitted to 
arm and assume a peaceful character. Otherwise vessels at sea, ignoran 
of the termination of the war, might be driven without coals or sails to 
perish on the neighbouring rocks, or to founder at sea. Such inhospitality 
would not become the character of the nation for good faith and honour, 
or for humanity. 

But you will observe that Her Majesty's Government have instructed 
their authorities in distant ports distinctly to apprise the commander of any 
such Confederate vessel that he ia to expect no further protection from Her 
Majety'’s Government, except such as he may be entitled to in the 
‘ordinary course of the administration of the law in time of peace. The 
24 hours’ rule would not be applicable to such case. 

The Government of the United States will, therefore, be entitled to 
maintain that such vessels are forfeited, and ought to be delivered to the 
United States upon reasonable application in such cases made. Only 
such application must be made good in a British court of law if the 
vessel is found in British waters. 

In the case of a vessel captured at sea by a naval force of the United 
States, under whatever flag, the claim ought to be made good ia a court 
of law of the United States. 

Her Majesty's Government will further illustrate their views on this 
head by the enclosures to this dispatch. 

Part of these enclosures consist of dispatches to and from Paris, 
Majes 
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Tier 
Government can never admit that, inthe presence of a great 
interrupted and destroyed a friendly and useful commerce ex- 
tending along 3,000 miles of the American coast—a war reducing great 
numbers of industrious families of both uations to poverty, and alllicting 
a whole continent—the Governments of England and France should not, 
as far as possible, act in concert, in pursuance, not of any formal engage- 
ment, but of a mutual understanding. 

Her Majesty's Government, however, are gratified to find that the United 
States no longer claim the belligerent right to search British vessels, and 
that the normal relations of the two countries are practically returned to 
the condition in which they stood before the civil war. 

Her Majesty's Government trust that these explanations, founded upon 
views which Her Majesty's Government have maintained in a spirit of just 
neutrality, will prove to be favourable to the establishment of a lasting and 
intimate friendship between the two nations.—1 am, &c.,

With the embarkation of the 78ih Highlanders for Gibraltar wa com- 
plete the despatch of our reliefs for 1865 (says the Army and Navy 
Gazette). The 26th and 49th have gone to Bombay, and the 41s to 
Calcutta, and the two other battalions for India; the 2nd battalion, 24th, 
at the Mauritius, and the 96th at the Cape, have had their respective 
reliefs, the Qnd battalion, 22nd, and the Ist battalion, Oth, sent on to 
these stations before this. When the 63rd, now daily expected from 
Canada in the Himalaya, and the Sst and 89th, from India, have arrived, 
we shall have accomplished the last moves between home and foreign 
service of 1865. Except as an aidto the Indian reliefs, it is not likely 
that the regiments now at home will be called upon for the cotonies 
during the next three years. No battalion out of India or New Zealand 
is entitled to come home before 1868, and the New Zealand regiments, 

















when they do return, will not be replaced on that station. In 
the very probable event of some of the battalions now in the 
colonies being sent on to India next year, those at the top of the 
list at home would, in the ordinary course, replace them at 
their present stations. But, on the other hand, it is not improbable that 
some reduction of our North American garrisons may take place, in which 
case the battalions now quartered in that part of the world would be rent 
to the colonies from which regiments are likely to be removed to India. 
Of the North American battalions, the Ist battalion 25th will probably 
be brought home mext year, ingsmuch as it was sent out after Fess than 
one-half the usual period of home service. The 2nd battalion 7th Fusi- 
liers, and the 4th battalion Rite Brigade, should come home in 1868, 
but the other corps have fuily five years to serve befure completing the 
usual period of colenial duty.

F. S. Shepherd, at Portsmouth, ordered to Rengal 
Dover, orderedto Bombay. Gentlemen Cadets: E. C. Hart, E. Caud- 
well, Fanshawe, M. C. Brackenbury, H. T. Haynes, R. H. Jelf, R. G. 
Woodthorpe, and F. P. Washington appointed lieutenants, with temporary 
rank, and on leave. 

‘The following ships are now on their way to England, as orders have 
been sent out to the different stations to the effect that as soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be made by the various Commandersin- 
Chief they should be sent home, viz. :—The Wancerer and Procris from 
the Mediterranean; the Liffey, Styx, and Peterel from North America 
and West Indies; the Satellite from the south-east coast of America 
the Tribune and Cameleon from the Pacific, and the Conqueror and 
Euryalus from the China stations. 

‘Lhe Sovereign of Ialia, which left Hong Kong on the 12th Apri 
rived at Spithead on the Ist August. This ship brought home Mr. 
Clement Hertzee, master, from the Grasshopper, on promotion ; Assist. 
Surg. Birch, Eurvalus ; Messrs. Derrick, M'Intyre, Roberts, and Deane, 
engineers, from ships in China, and 149 sailors and marines (invalids). 
The latter were removed by Government steamer to the Victory, flagship, 
in Portsmouth harbour, the severe cases being sent to the Royal Hospital, 
Haslar. ‘Two military and six naval deaths occurred on the voyage. 

On the 27th July, at Sheerness, the Admiralty yacht Enchantress ran 
into the steamer Oread. Two passengers were much hurt, and it is feared 
some may have been knocked overboard. 

Lieutenant Prince Alfred having attained his majority on the Sth inst., 
the Royal Standard was hoisted on the King’s Bastion flagstaff of Ports- 
mouth town fortifications, and on the main-royal masthead of Her Majesty's 
ship Victory. all the other ships of war in commission at the port hoisting 
the naval ensign at their respective mastheads in honour of the occasion. 
At 1.30 p.m. a Royal salute was fired from the guns of Her Majesty’s ship 

Victory in Portsmouth harbour, from Her Majesty's ships Octavia, Con- 
ee, and Liverpool at Spithead, and from the garrison battery of tho 
King’s Bastion. 
















































Visrt oF JAPANESE To Beprorp.—Oa the 29th ult. 
of Japanese, sent over by Prince Satsuma to gain a knowiedge of the 
agriculture and manufactures of Great Britain, paid a visit to the Britannia 
Ironworks at Bedford. ‘They were accompanied by Professor Williamson, 
of the London University, by the Professor of Natural Philosophy at the 
Glasgow University, and other eminent scientific men, who have the 
direction of their investigations, ‘The Japanese, whose remarkable physique 
caused considerable interest, the Mongolian type being very striking, wok 
great interest in the machinery and various processes in operation at theso 
important works, and seemed astonishingly quick in comprehending the 
various details. They appeared very unwilling to leave the works, but 
steam having been got up in one of the new steam ploughing engines, 
about fifteen of the Japanese crowded on to it wherever they could get 
a footing, and it was highly amusing to see with what delight they travelled 
in all directions over the extensive quadrangle of the works.  Afier 
spending about three hours here they took luncheon with the Mayor of 
Bedtord (Mr. James Howard), and proceeded to witness the ‘steam 
ploughing on Messrs. Howard’s farms at Clapham, where their amazement 
seemed to culminate, the operations being so much more simple thau they 
had anticipated. A reaping machine which was at work was quickly 
handled and cleverly mauaged by them. Subsequently they visited Bid- 
denham for the purpose of viewing Mr, Charles Uoward's celebrated 
shorthorns and sheep, and after dining with the Mayor they left for 
Loudon by the last train, expressing their unbounded delight with the 
day's visit to Bediord and their admiration of our English hospitality, 

Java Corron.—At the July meeting of the Executive Connnittee of 
the Cotton Supply Assyciation, a letter was received from Bandong, Java, 
enclosing a sample of cotion called Kapas Bandow or Kapas Talon, 
and stating that the trees bear for seven or nine years, but the ditliculty 
in raising the money to carry on the cultivation is a great hindrance to 
its extension.

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TEA. 
(Travers’ Circular, Aug. 5.) 

About 22,000 packazes of China and Japan tea were offered at public 
sale this week. A much larger proportion of Green teas of all kinds were 
offered than has been submitted to public competition for some time past : 
for these descriptions lower prices were accepted ; the qualities were more 
suited for export than for dealers’ requirements. With few exceptions, 
little was sold that was printed “ with reserve.” Common to fair red-leaf 
Congou sold at rather easier rates; the lower kinds of fairish black-leaf 
shared in the fall, A few parcels of Japans in fancy packages sold at very 
full prices, The market price of common Congou is from Id, to 114d. 
per lb. ; broken-leaf cannot be bought under 73d. per Ib. ‘Three public 
sales of Indian teas have been advertised for next week, but we believe 
that Messra, Laytons' sale of about 300 packages will be the only one pro- 
ceeded with at present, the others being adjourned. 

It is now so well ascertained that increased consumption of articles 

on which the Customs’ duties hare been reduced almost immediately fol- 
lows the reduction, that Mr. Gladstone has been able, in his last Budgets, 
to make remissions of duty which, to less experienced financiers than 
himself, appeared to sacrifice more of the public revenue than was de- 
sitable. His confidence, however, that increased consumption would 
Ppidly make up present losses of revenue has as yet never been deceived, 
but seldom do the hopes of an extended use of an article bid fair to be 
so rapidly realised as in the case of tea, The Board of Trade returns to 
the end of May showed a falling off in home consumption for the first 
five months of the year of 7,469,386 lbs. That this great apparent 
decrease was entirely caused by the time granted to grocers for work- 
ing out of their old stocks was chown by the extraordinarily large de 
liveries during the month of June, which were 12,300,000 Ibs more 
than in the corresponding month of 1864, The duty-paid delive- 
ries for the six months were 4,872,374 Ibs, greater than in 1864, and 
7,344,203 Ibs. more than in 1863. It is not to beexpected that deliveries 
can be maintained at the same rate, as grocers at the beginning of June 
held little duty paid stock, and cleared not so much to meet an actuay 
demand from the public as to fill their warehouses with their usual reserve. 
The deliveries, however, during July continued to be very heavy, and if 
we may judge by the London returns, an increase of nearly 8,000,000 Ibs. 
will be shown in the United Kingdom deliveries for the seven months. If 
they continue to be 40 heavy, a total consumption of 95,000,000 Ibs. for 
the year may be pretty confidently reckoned on, and some are sanguine 
enough to predict a total of 100,000,000 Ibs. In the year 1850 the duty 
was Ys, Id. per Ib., and the consumption of tea 51,172,902 lbs.! The 
last fifteen years have thus seen an extraordinary change in the tea trade, 
owing in some slight degree to the growth of wealth and population, 
but in an infinitely greater degree to the successive reductions in duty. 
Tea is still far too heavily taxed. ‘The English duty alone amounts to 
75 per cent. on the value in bond of broken-leaf Congou, and to 50 per 
cent, on sound common Conzou; on Is, 8d., the average bond price, 
the duty is still a charge of 30 per cent. In addition to the English 
duty, it must be remembered that the Chinese Government levies an 
export duty, and that the local officials in China frequently exact toll 
when the tea is on its way to the coast, We may thus, as these hin 
drances to the use of tea are removed, look forward with confidence to a 
time when even the present consumption will appear small. 

‘The exports of tea were not so heavy by 736,355 Ibs. in the six months 
as in the corresponding part of 1864, but 3,826.618 more than in 1863. 
‘The stock at the end of June was still in excess of that of 1864, and much 
above that of 1863. It scems probable, by all accounts, that the next 
season's supplies will be extremely heavy, so_that there is no probability 
of the stocks being reduced to a low ebb by the increased deliveries. 
‘The course of prices must necessarily be dependent on the quantity and 
quality of the new season's supplies, but at present there seems to be no 
chance of any great change in market values. Had the duty not been 
lowered, and a great stimulus been thus given to consumption, prices 
would have probably fallen to a considerable extent; but increaced con- 
sumption wiil now probably save importers from further losses, although 
there appears to be no probability of any improvement, 

The reports we have given for some weeks past of the general dulness 
of business would seem at first sight to be contradicted by the heavy de- 
liveries during July, but the deliveries for a given period afford no indica- 
tion of the amount of business, or actual buying and selling, that is going 
‘on in the tea market. Little tea may be disposed of in Mincing-lane and 
by wholesale houses, while the deliveries at the same time may be unu- 
sually heavy. Owthe other hand, the London sales may be very large, 
while the deliveries are small, The seeming contradiction is explained 
by the fact that the wholesale houses and the grocers buy tea in greater 
quantities than are required for actual wants. This practice has gone 
to such lengths on the part of the trade, from the imagined difficulty of 
obtaining a continued supply of svitable qualities, that it was discovered, 
when a delay in the reduction of the dutywas asked for, that a great part 
of the grocers held two months’ duty-paid stocks of tea in addition pro~ 
bably to far greater bonded stocks, ‘This practice on the part of grocers 
is happily giving way rapidly, for as supplies increase, it is found that it is 
awork of no great difficulty to match samplea, while the undesirability of 
locking up capital is becoming daily more apparent. The wholesale 
dealers have also been holding emaller stocks, and particularly of common 
and mediuin Congous, of which there has been afar more regular supply 

than was furmerly the cave. Av the trade increases, a great change must 
take place in the manner of conducting it, und purchases will be made 
More and more from hand to mouth. ‘This must be an unmixed benefit 
tall concerned, as the markets will become steadier, and at the paine 
Ajme the enormous loss ou dead stocks of tea will be saved, 









































THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

‘The Board of Trade returns for the month and six months 
ending 30th June again exhibit results that at first sight pre- 
sent an unfavourable aspect ; but one of the chicf causes of the 
apparent falling off in the value of the exports is to be found 
in the lower prices now prevailing. For example, the exports 
of cotton manufactures in June, 1864 and 1865, were respec- 
tively 151,786,765 yards, and 167,553,664 yards, while the 
values are stated at £3,528,319 and £3,353,309. In cotton 
yarn there has been an increase in quantity from 6,920,157 
yards to 10,024,418 yards, or nearly 50 per cent. ; and in price, 
from £822,118 to £909,184, little more than 10 percent. The 
total declared value of exports for tho month last past was 
£13,227,062, against £13,978,526 in 1864, and £11,271,527 
in 1863, which is a decline of £751,464 as regards the former 
period, but an increase of £1,955,535 over the latter. The 
total declared value for the six mouths of the present year is 
£74,128,638, against £78,047,556 in 1864, and £62,014,197 
in 1863, which shows a falling off of £3,918,948, as compared 
with 1864, but an increase of £12,114,441 as contrasted with 
1863. Our trade with the Far East, as far as distinctively to be 
gathered from theso returns, shows quantities and amounts as
